(more numerous than the Chrittians) pretend 
that Mabomets name was in the -Gofpel of Fobx 
as the Paraclet or Comforter promiſed. by Chrift, 
and that the Chriſtians have blotted it out, and 
altered the Writings of the Goſpel. And how 
ſhall we diſprove them but by Hiſtorical Evi- 
dence ? As the Agrians, and Socinians pretend 
that we have added, 1 Foby 5. 7. for the Trinity, 
ſo others ſay of other Texts z And how ſhal} we 
confute them without Hiſtorical Evidence ?
